Apparently, 
the main ingredient is stearic 


acid. The pH of typical shav- 
ing cream is in the 5 range, 
which makes it more acidic 
than acid rain! By the time the 
next rain comes and washes it 
away, the reaction is complete 
and the damage is already 
done. 

Chapin says not to use black- 
board chalk, either, because it 
contains gypsum. Gypsum can 
convert to acid under some

use soil either, because it can 
sometimes be highly acidic.

The stones on the grave of 
Shaw Mor in Rothiemurchus 
Churchyard have been restored 
to their rightful place and a 
steel cage placed over them to 
protect them for the future.

Ar- 
chaeologists believe that the re- 
cently discovered site at 
Niwbwrch (Newborough) is 
the earliest example of a Welsh 
court. Digging now has started 
at Cae Llys, which means 
Court Field. 

Even though the site was 
only recently recognized, it has 
been a part of local folklore for 
generations that it was the site 
of an ancient settlement. It is 
now proven that the folklore 
was based on fact. 


This court is believed to 


have been built before the En- 


glish conquest. Pottery, 13th 
century artifacts, remains of a 
medieval hall and a perimeter 
fence have already been 
discovered. 


Archaeologists believe that 
this was one of the six courts 
used by Prince Llewelyn ap 
lorwerth. The other courts 
were Aberffraw, Cemaes, 
Llanfaes, Penrhoslligwyn and a 
site near Valley.

Responsible use of electronic records We 


Today’s technology brings 
information from all over the 
world right to your desk top. 
With the help of genealogical 
indexes on CD-ROM, you can 
focus your library trips, official 
correspondence and microfilm 


. browsing down to the exact re- 


cords you need, dramatically 
reducing the time it takes to 
find facts about your ancestors. 

Because of this convenience, 
some people prefer to use in- 
dexes initially rather than start 
with the actual public sources. 
Yet technology also opens up 
tempting new ways to electron- 
ically copy and transfer data. If 
you are not aware of the laws 
protecting certain electronic 
files, you might be using or dis- 
tributing them in a way that vi- 
olates copyright laws. 

In some cases, the source 
material of genealogical in- 
dexes is factual historical infor- 
mation that can be found in lib- 
raries and public records. That 
leads many people to wonder 
how anyone can claim owner- 
ship of public genealogical re- 
cords or prohibit people from 
freely exchanging the data they 
contain. The fact is, nobody 
can own historical information 
itself. Instead, publishers earn 
copyright protection only if 
they add value to the bare facts. 

Genealogical publishers start 
with information dispersed in 
public (and sometimes private) 
records. Then, they add value 
to that data and are granted 
copyrights because they 1. 
select which records and data 
fields to compile, 2. fill in miss- 
ing or incomplete areas, 3. in- 
terpret ambiguous information, 
4. arrange their compilation in’ 
a unique format, and 5. add re- 
trieval software to make the 
data easy to search. The result- 


ing genealogical tools are com- 


prehensive and easy-to-use, but 
they would not exist if software 
publishers didn’t invest their 
own technology and expertise. 
After incurring significant 
costs for this development, pu- 
blishers seek copyright protec- 
tion to safeguard their invest- 
ment. Relevant laws protect 
information published in in- 
dexes, abstracts, interpreta- 
tions, and/or search engines, 
even if they don’t apply to the 
original data. 

The “Fair Use” doctrine of 
US copyright law gives users

permission to share or copy 
“limited quantities” of a pu- 
blisher’s information. Since 
the law cannot universally de- 
fine “limited,” Banner Blue 
uses some examples from its 
collection of Family Archive 
CDs to demonstrate in more 
concrete terms what quantities 
are appropriate, versus what 
quantities would be illegal, to 





share. It is acceptable, for in- 
stance, to share information ab- 
out one nuclear family indexed 
on a Family Archive CD. But 
uploading a search result onto 
an electronic bulletin board, on 
the other hand, it is a violation 
of the copyright laws protect- 
ing software publishers.

About eight weeks ago, a lady called from Florida asking for 
some suggestions which might aid in the location of a Scottish 
relative. Her problem: in 1900, an aunt, a landed gentry, lived in 
the vicinity of Ayr, Scotland. How could she find the location of 
the rural property, which, in turn, provides clues for further 
records researching? 

For a starter, I suggested she contact the land registrar for the 
Ayr vicinity. This could provide accurate information about the 
scope of land surveys and plots. More importantly, the time span 
of these records would be known. Once known, I further 
suggested she contact the Map Department of the National Library 
of Scotland in Edinburgh and determine the availability of one 
inch equals one mile scale ordinance maps of the Ayr location. 
Many of the older maps listed the property owner’s name. I 
apologized for not having exact addresses readily available. 

Since then, I have contact a dear family friend...Barbara

a population with inbreeding, | 


you are flushing out a higher 
proportion of deleterious genes 
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than in a population that is not 
inbreeding.” 

Dr. Neel, joined by other sci- 
entists, believes that the bene- 
fits of marriages within the 
family out-weigh the most 
modest biological hazards. 
Frequency of major genetic de- 
fects was only 1.5% higher in 
marriage of cousins than it was 
in marriages of unrelated 
people.

and wildlife, or smothered by 
bracken or brambles. 

A typical mile of well- 
trimmed Cornish hedgerow 
may contain up to 200 species

In the mad dash to produce 
even faster machines with fan- 
tastically expanded storage, 
one factor seems to have been 
forgotten. Many tapes made 
years ago cannot be run on pre-. 
sent computers. — 

Census data from the 1960 
census is stored on thousands 
of reels of old tape. The old 
film would probably disinte- 
grate if run on the. old machines 
on which it was created. The 
Census Bureau has changed 
computers and tape drives 5 
times since taking that 1960 
census. Parts of the 1970 and 
1980 census face the same 
problems! 

Lesson learned: Be sure to 
transfer your records to newer 
software programs when you 
upgrade programs, system or 
computer!

In observance of the Centen- 
ary of the Theatre Royal, Glas- 
gow, home of Scottish Opera, 
The Caledonian Foundation, 
Inc., is arranging for top-level 
students of music in Glasgow 
to attend performances of Scot- 
tish Opera.as a memorial to the 
late Gavin Boyd., C.B.E., who 
was chairman of Scottish Op- 
era Theatre Royal, Ltd., and 
formerly chairman of The 
Caledonian Foundation, Inc. 

The season opened on Sep- 
tember 2 with Dvorak’s “The 
Jacobin,” followed by Mo- 
zart’s “Don Giovanni,” Offen- 
bach’s “La Belle Helene,”

Choctaw Code Talkers instrumental in key battles 


The Choctaws were the origi- 
nal Code Talkers, the very first 
soldiers to use their native lan- 
guage to transmit messages to 
confuse the enemy. The Choc- 
taw language used in World 
War I was the only “code” 
never translated by the German 
Army. - 

In the closing days of World 
War I, Choctaw Indians were 
instrumental in helping the 
American Expeditionary Force 
win several key battles in the 
Meuse-Argonne Campaign, 
which proved to be the final big 
push of that war. These valiant 
Native American soldiers were 
the now famous Choctaw Code 
Talkers. The fourteen men 
who have been documented as 
Choctaw Code Talkers are: 
Robert Taylor, Jeff. Nelson, 
Calvin Wilson, Mitchell Bobb, 
Pete Maytubby, Solomon 
Louis, James Edwards, Ben 


~ Carterby, Walter Vech, Albert 


Billy, Ben Hampton, Joseph 
Oklahombi, Victor Brown and 
Tobias Frazier. A fifteenth 
man, Ben Colbert, was also a 
code talker, according to histo- 
rian Charley Jones of Idabel. 

These men were in the 36th 


- Division. 


Normally, the Division 
would have been trained in a 
more quiet sector, but due to 


_ the. crisis -situation- at. Ferme 


Forest along the Aisne River, 
the Thirty-Sixth Division was 


~. moved immediately to the front 


line of battle. . The Germans 
had strong positions and the 
Americans had to cross a wide 


“stretch of unprotected land to 


attack. Heavy artillery fire 
from the 142nd Infantry was 
the only cover the American 
soldiers had during the attack. 
According to the book, World 
War I: The Thirty-Sixth Divi- 


sion...“The shell fire kept the — 


Germans’ pinned down and 
there was little opposition ex- 


cept for the wire entangle- 


ments. The Americans were in 
the enemy trenches before the 
Germans emerged from their 
sheliers, and with the barrage 
preventing any counterattack, 
the men reached the objective 
and consctidated the position. 


- During the assault, the Ameri- 
_ cans uncovered many German 


communication lines. Suspi- 
cious as to why the enemy 
would leave them in such an 
exposed area, Col. A.W. Bloor, 
the Commander of the 142nd 
Infantry, reasoned that they had 
been left behind deliberately. 
The Germans, he thought, 
hoped the Americans would 
tape into the lines for their own 
communication network. 
They, in turn, would be able to 
monitor the American 
conversation. 

Col. Bloor was correct, and 
although the Americans util- 
ized the captured enemy tele- 
phone lines for their own com- 


munications system, Bloor pre- 
vented any leak of information 
by using Choctaw members of 
Company E to transmit mes- 
sages in their Indian dialect. 

The tactic was a resounding 
success, and later a captured 
German officer confessed that 
his intelligence personnel were 
completely confused by the In- 
dian language and gained no 


wiretaps.” 

At least one Choctaw man 
was placed in each field com- 
pany headquarters. Not only 
did these Choctaw men handle 
military communications by 
field telephone, they also trans- 
lated radio messages into the 
Choctaw language and wrote 
field orders to be carried by

RESEARCH TRIANGLE, 
NC - With 1995 being the 


250th anniversary of the Jaco- 
bite uprising of 1745 and the 
growing popularity of histori- 
cal recreations and recent films 
of the Scottish Highlanders, the 
Clan MacLachlan Association 
of North America is sponsoring 
the formation of the United Re- 
giment of MacLachlans and 
MacLeans, Circa 1745. 

Historically, the United Re- 
giment served gallantly during 
the Jacobite Rebellion of 
1745-45. It consisted of ap- 
proximately 80 MacLachlans 
and 120 MacLeans from Mull. 
The Maclachlan”s 17th Chief, 
Lachlan MacLachlan, served 
as its Commander until his 
death during the Battle of Cul-

Urrutia is a surname of Basque origin. It is derived from the 
word “erreka” meaning a gully or water course located far away. 

Although the name is not commonly heard, the Urritia family 
were prominent in the early colonial political life of Mexico. Don 
Geronimo de Urrutia, Marques Villar del Aquila, who died August 
8, 1690 married Dona Maria de Retis. Their son Juan, Caballero 
of the Order of the Santiago, was created Marques by Don Carlos 
II, Madrid, July 6, 1689. 

Probably one of the most interesting Urrutias in both Mexican 
and American history is Joseph de Urrutia, born in Guiposcoa, 
Spain. Joseph accompanied the Teran Expedition in 1691 into Te- 
jas. Although the Apache were hostile, not all the Indians were. 
Joseph, as a youth, was accidentally left behind, wounded, among 
the Cantujuanas, Toos and Yemes (Indians of the lower Colorado). 

Joseph lived among the Indians for 7 years, learning their lan- 
guages and becoming intimately acquainted with their customs. 
Eventually, he rose among the Indians to be their captain general 
of the Indian nations hostile to the Apaches. He headed joint cam- 
paigns against the Apache. At this time, all the tribes east of the 
Colorado allied themselves against the Apaches, with estimates of

10,000 to 12,000 warriors engaged in battle. 

When Joseph de Urrutia returned to Mexico, he was known as 
the authority on the Indians in Texas. He was appointed protector 
of the indians of Nuevo Leon. OnJuly 23, 1733, Joseph was made 
captain of the presidio of San Antonio de Bexar. He had about 40 
years experience with Indians in Coahuila, Nuevo Leon and 
Texas. He was probably the best informed of all the Spaniards on 
Indian affairs in Texas. 

The writer of this article is a direct descendant of Joseph Urru- 
tia; Joseph is her 7th great-grandfather through her maternal lines. 
Mimi’s great-great grandmother, Manuela Arocha was the great- 
great granddaughter of Maria Venacia Urrutia. ;

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The fledging United States 
of America began issuing pass- 
ports in 1795. Those early 
years saw only a handful of 
passports issued each day and 
their content was minimal. 
During the ensuing century, the 
demand for passports slowly 
increased. Most were issued 
to men going abroad for diplo- 
matic and business purposes. 
These early passports con- 


tained few personal details and 


were not consistent in either 
form or content. 

During the end of the 19th 
century and the beginning of 
the 20th century, there was a 
great emigration exodus from 
Scandinavia, Finland, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Austria, Italy, 
Greece and eastern Europe. 
This unprecedented tidal wave 
of immigration into the United 
States continued until World 
War I abruptly severed trans- 


Atlantic travel. 

The war years saw govern- 
_ ments around: the world 
strengthen the passport appli- 
cation requirements of interna- 
tional travelers.. Possession of 
a passport was suddenly re- 
quired rather than just being 
advisable as in previous-times. 
By simultaneous good fortune, 
the content of passport applica- 
tions was increased to include 
more personal details. 

The end of World War I 
created new opportunities and 
advantages for Americans to 
travel abroad. Ocean liners 
were crossing the Atlantic in 
record time. American bu- 
simessmen were eager to ex- 
pand internationally. Travel 
for leisure purposes also in- 
creased dramatically. New de- 
mands were placed upon the 
State Department to issue pass- 
ports in greater numbers than 
anyone would have dreamed 
necessary. Although business 
reasons constituted the primary 
reason for international travel, 
more than half the applicants 
were either naturalized immi- 


grants or their children desiring - 


to return to their homelands. 
Millions of the younger gener- 
ation born in America, but 
raised on a language other than 
English, traveled to Europe to 
become acquainted with el- 
derly relatives. 
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For the first time in history, 
growing numbers of Ameri- 
cans anticipated traveling 
abroad for pleasure. This 
category of travelers was 
largely comprised of city 
dwellers whose families had 
been on this continent for sev- 
eral generations and were more 
affluent than more recent im- 
migrants. The Olympics also 
promoted worldwide interest in 
travel. In the years just preced- 
ing Worid War I, the U.S. gov- 
emmment issued some 13,000 
passports annually. The years 
between 1920 and 1925 saw a 
tenfold increase. 

The collection of passport 
applications can provide histor- 
ical information about the 
group of Americans fortunate 
enough to have traveled the 
world for pleasure. These re- 
cords are becoming more valu- 
able with each passing year as 
the descendants of these immi- 
grants begin to search for their 
roots. 

Since the early years of this 
century, a passport application 
requested the applicant’s full 
name, birth date, birthplace, 
current residence and usually 
the anticipated date of depar- 
ture and the destination. 
Foreign-born applicants were 
required to provide docu- 
mented proof of the naturaliza- 
tion i the form of a notarized 
Statement. The same held true 
for children of immigrants 
brought to the United States as 
minor children. The name of 


the father and his date and 
place of birth were listed. 

Proof of this naturalization was 
required. The exact date and 
court in which he was natural- 
ized were recorded on the ap- 
plication. Passports were usu- 
ally valid for three years. No 
other single document contains

WEEE Researching Italian ancestors? = La Genealogia Italiana 


“Italian Pedigree” by Anthony J. Lascio 


Tracing one’s Italian roots will provide a number of interesting 
and challenging encounters, While it is true that all genealogical 
endeavors, regardless of ethnic uniqueness, offer challenges, 
Italian ancestry presents several different problems. Let me 
address just a few for you here. 

Italy did not experience a mass emigration of it’s people until 
well after the exodus of most other European countries. Because 
of this, Italians arrived in America to find immigrants from other 
nations already settled in. Why does this impact Italian 
genealogists? Primarily it resulted in a nightmare for researchers 
due to the “great surname game” as I like to call it. 

First, port authorities had little patience trying to decipher those 
multiple voweled Italian names. They wrote what they heard, 
giving little heed to correct spelling. Of course, this dilemma was 
later compounded when well meaning but careless census takers 
reacted in a similar fashion when the occupant of 124 Main Street 
in Anywhere USA said, Mi chimo Faustino Boccadifucco, my 
name is------------- 

Secendly, because of the preceding and discrimination directed 
at those new Italian-Americans, many of the new arrivals decided 
to de-Italianize themselves by dropping vowels at the end of their 
surnames, or changing their names entirely, sometimes to it’s 
English meaning, for example Guiseppe Verde became Joseph 
Green! 

Thirdly, due to their extraordinary love for their country, 
particularly their birthplace, Italians were the most indecisive 
group regarding the question of staying in America or returning to 
Italia. This was the reasons more Italians chose not to file for U.S. 
citizenship than any other European group. 

With just a few of the preceding examples, those excavating 
their Italian roots can clearly realize that pursuing Italian heritage 
can sometimes present a mind-boggling experience. 

Imagine, if you can, trying to locate ancestors who had changed 
their names or dropped their name ending vowels, resulting in; 
unidentifiable on census records, undiscernible on ship passenger 
manifests and unavailable on naturalization records. 

But, not to fret. We Italian genealogists-will not be discouraged. 


Somehow we find a way, sniff out a new trail, and discover our~ 
elusive immigrant ancestor. You see, Italians have that certain” 


“something” flowing through our veins...it’s called...pride.

“As long as we live, they too shall live, 
for they are now a part of us as we remember them.” 


The Mishnah (Judaic oral commentaries and interpretations on the Torah) states that God created the whole 
human race together for the sake of peace among mankind, so that no one can say, “My ancestor was greater 
than your ancestor.” The Torah (Bible) lists all those begats in Genesis to show the generations of man as the 
link from Adam to us. Since the beginning of time, Jews have uttered, “La dor va Dor,” from generation to gen- 
eration, knowing full well that for a people to go into the future, they must have roots in the past. 

According to recent scientific evidence, a 3-million-year-old skull unearthed in Ethiopia is the strongest evi- 
dence yet that a single ancestral primate species - best represented by the famous fossil skeleton known as 
“Lucy” thrived across Africa for almost one million years without significant physical change. The species, 
Australopithecus afarensis, is now considered “the root of the human family tree.” 

Even though we are all part of the family of man, genealogical research on different ethnic groups varies. 
ripe naming customs reflect some similar patterns as other ethnic groups, but are obviously Judaically 
inspired. 

Jewish Naming Patterns 


Jews used to use Hebrew “patronymics” before surnames came into use, i.e., Solomon Ben David. 

_ During the tenth and eleventh centuries, primarily the Sephardim, began some surnames because of the rise of 
cities and commerce; they took occupational names i.e., “Abulafia” meaning “father of medicine”; took place 
names i.e., “Cardozo” from Spain and “Montefiore” from Italy. 

Isolation of Ashkenazim in rural areas brought surnames later. 

Not until 1787 were Jews first required to register surnames in certain parts of Europe (order from the Aus- 
trian Empire), while other parts not until 1863. 20 July 1808, Napoleon issued a similar decree for Jews to adopt 
fixed names. Prussia 1812, 1813 in Bavaria, 1834 Saxony and 1845 in Russia.

1, Patronymics i.e. Solomon ben David 

2. Place names i.e. “de Cordova” from Cordova, Spain; “de Vries” from Holland-Friesland; “Berliner” from 
Berlin, “Osterman” meaning “man from the East,” “Rothschild” meaning red shield on house. 

3. Vocational names i.e., “Leder” meaning tanner; “Dayan” meaning judge; “Spielman” meaning player in 
Ashkenazim tradition; “Mocatta” meaning mason in Sephardic (Arabic) tradition. 

4. Descriptive names i.e. “Klein” meaning small; “Selig” meaning happy or “Baruch” meaning blessed. 

5. Names from abbreviations i.e., “Katz” (actually not word for cat, but for “Kohen Zedek” or “priest of right- 
eousness”’); “Rambam” (not really a surname, only an identifying name, standing for Rabbi Moses ben Maimon 
or Maimonides) 

6. Matronymics i.e. Perle, Rose, Freude 

7. Animal names i.e., Wolf or Zeev (Wolf), Lowe or Ari (lion), Hirsch or Harris (stag), Adler (eagle). 

8. Physical appearance i.e, Klein (small), Roth (red), Schon (beautiful).

_ Jews used to have one name i.e., Uriah the Hittite; then family names i.e., Solomon ben David; then surnames 
ic. Solomon Davidsohn; and now Jews have three names: i.e. first name (Carol) surname (Davidson) Hebrew 
name (Chaya Leah bat Jakov).

Curacao’s Jews 

Willemstad, Curacao, 
Netherlands Antiles - This tiny 
Dutch Caribean island 35 miles 
off the coast of Venezuela is 
the cradle of the Jewish faith in 
the New World. 

The ancestors of Curacao’s 
Jews were driven from Spain to 
Portugal during the Inquisition 
of 1492. They spent 100 years 
there, and when the Inquisition 
began in Portugal, they moved 
to the Netherlands, where they 
were accepted by the Dutch 
Protestants. 

Once_in Curacao, the Jews 
planted sugar cane, corn and 
other crops, but the farms 
failed. D.L. Maduro, a presi- 
dent of the Mikve_ Isracl- 
Emmanuel Synagogue Found- 
ation, said, “But the Jews soon 
prospered as merchants and 
Curacao became the Caribbean 
center for much of the trading 
between Europe and the 
American Colonies.” 

In 1659, a second group of 
Sephardic Jews arrived from. 
Holland, including 50 families 
with more than 200 men, wo- 
men and children. 

By the time the present Syn- 
agogue was built in 1732, there 
were 2,000 Jews and 2,000 
Dutch Protestants living in 
Curacao.

When Steve got back to 
Waynesville, NC, he said he 
wondered if a plaque would re- 
ally be enough for the raffle - 
so he started looking through 
his supply of wood for some- 
thing more to make. He found 
a piece of Smoky Mountain 
maple that had aged in the bark 
for 10 years - perfect for a 
walking stick - and he went to 
work on it. 

Shortly after he visited some 
old friends, Rick Adams and 
Mike Haynes, both Echota 
Cherokees with Scottish ance- 
stry, and suggested that one of 
their fine flintlocks might make 
an exciting addition to the 
raffle. They agreed, and the 
work began. 


Steve’s own words best de- 
scribe all that went on behind 
the scenes in order to get the 
rifle finished in time for its de- 
but at the 1995 Grandfather 
Mountain Highland Games. 

The end result was a South- 
em (hunting) flintlock rifle 
with a Pictish key pattern 
carved into the hand grip. The 
shoulder rest part of the stock 
was carved with a cluster of 
thistles on the left side and the 
crossed flags of the United 








States and Scotland (the St. 
Andrew’s Cross) on the right 
side; and the barrel wire 
wrapped (copper) in the tradi- 
tional manner. 

As it turned out, the carving 
and shaping was the easy part. 
When Steve took the complete 
carving back to Rick and Mike, 
they discovered that the barrel 
and firing mechanism (re- 
ceived from the manufacturer) 
would not go together as they 
should. Time was short - three 
weeks until GFMHG - where 
the flintlock would be pre- 
sented to SHUSA as an offer- 
ing of brotherhood from the 
Echota Chickamauga of the 
Cherokee Nation. 

Mike went to work on the 
firing mechanism parts (some 
were still in raw casting form), 
and Rick set in to fit the barrel 
to the stock. Both have full 
time jobs. Long hours and two 
aggravated wives later, the 
SHUSA/Chickamauga Special 
Edition Southern Hunting 
Flintlock Rifle was ready. That 
was Thursday before the 
GFMHG. 

Thus, the flintlock, which 
will be customized to fit the 


winner, was finished just in 


time. 

The walking stick, Steve 
says, can be carried comfor- 
tably by either a man or a wo- 
man. The head is a carved 
thistle above Celtic knotwork 
and the Scottish Heritage USA 
crest. Traditional Celtic sym- 
bols make up the balance of 18

inches of carving, and the stick 
is finished ‘with a 5 hand- 
rubbed coats of satin-finished 
urethane. 

The plaque is a knotwork 
Celtic Cross, chip-carved into 
Smoky Mountain yellow pop- 
lar, which may be hung either 
in a frame or without one. 
“That is up to the winner, “ 
Steve said. 


During a brief ceremony on 
Saturday morning at the 
GFMHG, Mrs. Cornelia 
Groves, wife of SHUSA direc- 
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tor Bobby Groves, accepted the 
flintlock on behalf of Scottish 
Heritage USA. During the pre- 
sentation Rick Adams (Black 
Sparrow) spoke of the need for 
unity between two peoples 
whose heritage shared so much 
in common. He pointed out 
cultural similarities between 
Scots and the Cherokee, that 
the histories of both nations 
have been intertwined since the 


w)- 


1700s and that the roles of the 
Cherokee Nation contain 
numerous Scottish surnames. 
He concluded by saying that 
the time had come to recognize 
the bond that exists between 
Scots and the Cherokee and 
that the gift of the rifle was a 
symbol of that recognition. 
At that point, our raffle took 
on a whole new dimension. 
Not only did we receive a valu- 
able flintlock to raffle off, but 
we were given a gift that sym- 
bolized the shared heritage of 
our two great nations. This is 
something new for Scottish 
Heritage USA, but we are both 
cognizant of the responsibility 
and honored by the message

“runners” between the various 
companies. Having the mes- 
Sages written in Choctaw was a 
great asset to the Americans, as 
the Germans were capturing 
about one of four messages 
sent. The messages given in 
Choctaw were never decoded 
by the Germans. 

The Choctaw Code Talkers 
received high praise from their 


company commanders and the ~ 


battalion commander. — Al- 
though the Code Talkers were 
promised medals for their con- 
tributions to-end the war, they 


were never received. Finally; 


in 1986, during the annual 
Choctaw Labor Day Festival, 
Chicf Hollis E. Roberts pre- 
sented posthumous Choctaw 
Nation Medals ef Valor to the 
families of the original Code 
Talkers, as well as the Code 
Talker veterans who were pre- 
sent at the festival. 

The Choctaw Nation took 
great pride in accepting the 
honor of the “Chevalier de 
VYOrdre National- du Mcrite” 
from the French Government 
in recognition of the important 
role the Code Talkers played in 
the successful conclusion of 
World War I. This honor was 


given in November of 1989 at a 


ceremony on the front steps of 
the Oklahéma Sate Capitol 
building. This is the highest 


ne 


honor France can bestow from - 


one nation to another.
